Being  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  Barbara  i’rietchie  and  her  patri¬ 
otic  act,  I  made  j  articular  inquiries  of  tny 
friend  concerning  her,  and  ulte  never  in¬ 
timated  that  there  was  the-  slightest 
doubt  of  lt» »truth.  She  was  familiar 
with  the  house,  und  :i  iiieoo  of  ‘Barbara 
Frietchio’  was  under  her  aa  a  mure  in  the 
hospital;  but  the  noble  Woman  herself

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  \\  liittier  s 
poem  Stonewall  Jackson  figures  as  oucof 
the  lending  characters.  Mr.  Eugelbrecht. 
th»  “highly  respected  and  loyal  citizen” 
of  Frederick  City,  as  stated  livst  week, 
resided,  in  n  house  directly  opposite  Mrs. 
Frintchie’a,  and  was  an  eye-wituess  when 
the  Confederate  nrmy  passed  through. 
By  hi*  version,  Jackson  s  corps  pawed 
through  other  streets,  nt  some  distance 
nwav  fnun  that  on  which  he  and  Mrs. 
Frietchio  resided.  He  also  states  that  he 
■aw  no  flag-waving  while  the  K-h* J  in¬ 
vasion  lusted.  Ill  this  latter  particukrf, 
however,  his  story  differs  from  the  Con¬ 
federate  narrative  of  General  Jubnl  Ear¬ 
ly  which  iu ns  as  follows  : 
iTii oi igu  r  reoeneg  on  tlte  expedition  for 

the  capture  of  Harper's  Ferry,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  incident  occurred,  which  I  wit¬ 
nessed  in  person.  Aa  mv  brigade  of 
Ewell’s  liviriou  was  marching  through 
the  to--  >  on  the  street  which  connect* 
with  it,  mad  to  Boonsboro,  a  young 
g;i  1  at«mt  ten  or  eleven  years  old  was 
Mtnnding  on  the  platform  m  front  of  a 
framed  wo  >«lon  house  oh  the  left  side  of 
the  street  as  we  marched,  with  a  saiall 
flag  (United  States)  of  the  size  common¬ 
ly  called  candy  flags,  iu  her  hand,  which 
she  was  slowly  waving  while  reciting  in 
a  dull,  monotonous  tone,  “Hurrah  for 
the  star*  and  stripes !  Down  with  the 
stars  and  bars  !  ’  By  her  side  stood  an¬ 
other  girl  about  five  or  six  years  old, 
looking  as  if  she  did  not  know  what  it 
all  was  about,  and  the  girl  that  was  go¬ 
ing  through  the  performance  seemed  to 
have  no  heart  in  tho  matter,  but  to  be 
merely  going  mechanically  through  a 
recitation  she  had  been  taught.  The 
doors  and  window  shutters  of  the  house 
were  dosed,  and  not  another  human  be- 
iug  was  visible*  about  it.  The  men,  as 
they  passed,  laughed  and  joked  pleas¬ 
antly  about  the  affair,  but  not  a  rude  or 
unpleasant  remark  was  made  by  them. 
The  only  indication  of  a  disposition  to 
interfere  with  the  girl  was  by  a  one-leg¬ 
ged  man  who  had  been  accompanying 
one  of  my  regiments  on  horseback  dur¬ 
ing  the  campaign.  When  I  got.  up  I 
found  him  somewhat  excited,  and  upon 
my  asking  him  what  was  the  matter,  he 
•called  mv  attention  to  the  girl  with  the 
flag,  and  said  he  had  a  good  mind  to  get 
down  and  take  the  flag  from  her.  He 
had  evidently  taken  two  or  three  extra 
drinks,  and  I  told  him  he  was  a  fool — to 
go  on  and  let  the  girl  alone — she  could 
do  no  harm  with  her  candy  flag;  and 
thereupon  lie  moved  on.  I  have  w  itness¬ 
ed  a  number  of  instances  of  the  display 
of  small  flags,  or  the  Union  colors,  as 
fiiey  were  called,  by  ladies  in  the  enemy’s 
country  as  we  passed  through  their  towns, 
but  I  never  heard  of  au  instance  in  which 
any  violence  or  rudeness  was  used  by  our 
officers  or  soldiers  on  such  occasions  ;  t 
though,  when  the  exhibitions  became 
obtrusive,  our  boys  were  always  ready 
with  a  good  nature*)  witticism  or  jest 
that  put  an  end  to  these  exuberant  dis¬ 
plays  of  patriotism.” 

We  Would  not  unjustly  detract  aught, 
either  from  tbe  fine  poem  of  Mr.  Whit¬ 
tier  or  the  treasured  memory  of  Mrs. 
Faetohie.  On  the  contrary,  we  can  cheer- 
full/  a* hi  testimony  as  an  eye-witness 
during  those  memorable  days  from  the 
U.iiou  standpoint.  We  distinctly  recall 
the  conspicuous  and  exceptional  loyalty 
of  an  old  lady  of  Frederick  City,  one 
who,  since  the  first  reading  of  Whittier's 
poem,  we  have  been  unable  to  think  of 
as  any  other  parsonage  than  the  identi¬ 
cal  B  irbara  F rietchie.
